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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the aforementioned reasons and of the reasons 
set forth in previous Office actions. Specifically, the proposed amendment introduces several issues. First, the introduction of the new 
limitation of the molar ratio in claims 1 and 6 requires new search and consideration. Second, said limitation introduces new matter that 
lacks support from the original disclosure. The limitation recites a molar ratio of the silane-containing (meth)acrylate monomer relative to the 
total silanes of 10-80%. Said ratio lacks support because the specification, on pages 7 and 8, only discloses a molar ratio of the silane- 
containing (meth)acrylate monomer relative to the total silicon atoms in the hydrolysis product of 10-80%. The total silicon atoms in the 
hydrolysis product are not necessarily equal to the total silanes as nowhere is it specified that each silane cannot have more than one 
silicon atom. Third, the recitation in claim 6 of "carrying out hydrolysis-polymerization of the silane compound" is indefinite as it is not clear 
what is meant by the term "silane compound" since there are clearly two different silane compounds. Further, the term "hydrolysis- 
polymerization" is unclear. If by "polymerization" is meant a condensation process, then a term such as "hydrolysis/polycondensation" 
should be used.
